The case broke out when SEC investiga- 
tors were questioning Lee in Hong Kong on 
June 24, about suspicious transactions and 
his attempts to COnceal his trading activity 
from American regulators，.

All of the students in question were 
eligible for admission to the University of 
Califormia. 一 ie they were in the toD 
12.5% of Caljifornia?s high schools. Thus

lowering standards to fulfill objectivesthat 
areessential to its Socialand publicrespon- 
Sibilities，Whether the students in these 
categories Should be given assured access 
is an issue that may be open to debate 一 
and the University welcomes dialogue 
concerming 让 But the several admissions 
catgories are neither designed nor 
intended to favor one ethnic group over 
another. Theyare oflong standing,and are 
intended to provide diversity and equity. 

2，Asian-Americans Admitted by As- 
Sured Access Categories: A total of 136 
Asian-Americans were admitted under 
these Special categories，The majority of 
these were exceptionally high test scorers. 
Few were admitted as athletes or because 
they were physically disabled. This 1ower 
totalofadmits by assured access categories 
is a Consequence of this. 

3. Replacing the 631 Caucasian Admits 
with Alternative Admittees: If we were to 
assume that both the 631 Caucasians and 
136 Asian-Americans admitted under 
these Special categories werereplaced with 
767 admittees selected strictly on thebasis 
of grades and test Scores, the distribution 
of the new group would be 593 
Caucasians and 174 Asian-Americans,ora 
difference of38 admits. The impactof the 
University"s assured access policies on 
Asian-American as a group is thus Sub- 
Stantially lessthan is inferredintheJune 16 
editorial.

Western culture's got 
to g0.” That chant doesn'trepresent my Sen- 
tment,butifyou' vebeenfollowingthe great 
national academic debate, then 让 will be fa- 
mailiar to you. 

It represented the rhetorical rallying cry 
for thosc wh ought change in a Western 
Culture cuurse at Stanford University. Con- 
Versely, the rhctoric Struck a chord of fear 
and loathing among academic critics who 
belicve _ curriculum changes at_ Stanford 
threaten the end of Western civilization， OF 
Something Similarly apocalyptic. 

[ve observed this debate with great inter- 
estoverthe months, and the way that Isecit 
best is through the window of children's 
literature. That s because Ihave a five-year- 
old boy, Sam, to whom Iread Iots of bookSs. 

Before Imake the conncction between 帆 c 
Sam's books and the university curriculum 
changes, allow me to summarize the grcat 
Western Culture debate. The debate has 
been around for decades,butthe mostrecent 
round was played out at Stanford. 

9tanford had a requlred freshman course 
called Western Culture. Its core reading list 
consisted of 15 great Western wrlters and 
thjnkers Such as Plato, Rousseau and John 
Stuart Mill. Some ethnic minority Students 
and faculty _ members,- principally .black 
Americans，Sought to:modify the course:s 
required readings，because they excluded 
non-Western wrIlters and lsSSUES. 

Over atwo-yearperiod and watched with 
intense interestin otheracademiccirclesithe 
Stanford community engaged in lively de= 
bate over the proposed changes. Finally, on 
March 31, the Stanford faculty senatc ap- 
proved a comtxcomise plan that， in effect， 
called fo the clusion ofnon-Western writ- 
inos and tsSues. The course was changed to 
Cuiture, [Ideas, and Values. 

Stanford's action drew harsh criticlism. 
William Bennett, US secretary ofeducation， 
charged Stanford with buckling under thc 
“pressure politics and intimidation,… 

A Erinceton University professor in 
THheWallStreetJournal,wentso farastosay 
that 计 Western culture 1S Somehow miracu- 
lously obliterated, as he figured was begin- 
ning to happen at Stanford, then the world 
coOuld see the return of such menaces to 
humankind as slavery and the harem. 

That's about as absurd as the debate has 
gotten. But while Stanford was considering 
the changes，academics，intellectuals and 
writecrs were weighingin with theiropinions. 

One school of thought captured by Secre- 
taryBennettandthe University of Chicago'S 
Allan Bloom， 本 that American children

have become SO bereft of knowledge abonut 
their cultural roots that the schools must re- 
Viveteachings in Western cultural traditions. 

Onthe other Side are those who argue that 
anincreasinglymulticultural American SOci- 
ety needs an education in non-Western cul- 
ture and ideas. 

The two sides are not necessarily polar. 
But one senses from the Western culture 
chauvinists afeeling ofultimate doom.They 
Seem to say Western civillization is the abso- 
lute bestb the highest standard by which hu- 
mankind is to be Judged, that any curricular 
modification，any broadening of focus to 
dilute Western civilization teachings would 
be heretical and destructive of our society. 

I would agrce thatour Schools have appar- 


ently failed to teachourkidsthe foundations ， 


of Western civilizalonm butILwouldn tagrcc 
thatacurriculum that is cxpandcd to include 
noOn-=Westcrn idcas ncccssarlly will lcad to 
the destrucbuon Of Western cultural tradi- 
tions, What Stanford has done doesn'tmark 
the beginning of the decline of Western cul- 
ture.Rather, it has enhanced a sound educa- 
tional basebyexposingltslargelyprivileged 
student population -- most of them proud 
Spear Carriers of Westem culture -- to ideas 
andthinking that will make the worldamore 
understandable place， 
Now,how doesall this high-falubn intel- 
lectualpalaverrelateto Sam sdietofbooks?

Unprecedented developments in Taiwan 
inthe pastyearincluded: forging ofapepular 
basefortheKMTforthefirsttimeinits68-year 
history; seizing the mantle of reform; liftting 
martial law in effect since 1949; tacitly allow- 
ing opposition political parties to operate; 
giving permission, after nearly 40 years, for 
mainland-born residents of Taiwan to visit 
families on the mainland; lifting the ban on 
new newspapers;allowing indirect trade with 
the mainland; calling for more elected repre- 
Sentatives in the aging legislature.，. . 

The death of Chiang Ching-kuo. ..marked 
the end of nearly Sixdecades offamily rule in 
Chinese Nationalist politics， The Chiangs 
have always regarded it their mission to 
UpholdthelegitimacyofkMT rule. Thefamily 
Was a primary Source of power for 40 years， 
This startedonthe mainland withthe civilwar 
against the warlords and continued on the 
island refuge-of Taiwan following defeat by 
the Chinese Communist Party led by Mao 
Zedong in 1949. 

In 1911 the revolt led by founding father 
and revolutionary leader，Sun Yat-Sen 
againstthe Manchuemperorended centuries 
cfimperial rule in general, and the Manchu 
Qing dynasty in particular. This paved the 
Way forthe establishment of the Republic of 
China that year. When Sun Yat-Sen died in 
1924，Chiangs _father，Chiang Kai-shek， 
asSumed power andfounded hisownregime 
heavily dependent on the conservative, mi 
tary wing of the KMT. 

In April 1975, when Chiang Kai- ie died 
atthe age of 87, his son, Chiang Ching-kuo 
Wasthe Prime Minister. The succession Was 
in place as the younger Chiang became the 
Source of power even before he inherited the 
office of Presidentin 1978.However,in 1985， 
Chiang Ching-kuo，who had more popular 
appealthan his aloof father, declared that he 
Would not be Succeeded by anothermember 
of his family. He magde sure that his hand 
picked Successor,LeeTeng-hul:wasanatiye 
Taiwanese and not one of the mainlanders 
Who make up only 15% of the population.

Chinese American Manufacturer Charges 
Racial Bias in $3 Million Award Against Hin

LOS ANGELES - A Chinese American 
manufacturer charged racial bias at a recent 
press conference over a US District Court 
jury”s awarding of $3.32 million judgement 
against him. Larry Chen, founder and chief 
executive officer of American Scitec and 
Wing Wah Chong companies was sued by 
inventor Fred Stilwell for failing to get an 
UnderwritersLaboratories (UL) certification 
for a smoke alarm which Chen s company 
had manufactured and Stilwell had invented. 

Stilwell claimed that having an UL certi- 
fication wouldhaveraisedthe selling price of 
the detector by approximately $7 per unit 

“The trial made me look like a foreign 
manufacturerversusan all-American. Thisis 
not the case.Iam an American citizen [whol] 
went out of my way to help Stilwell and I 
hoped his product would be successful, but 
was not . . . Ttrusted in the American legal 
System, So Ttrust that my case will be Over- 

turmed.. .ifnot,...Iwillfightthis casetothe 
highest court of the land，It is a matter of 
principle. What happened to me should not 
happen to anyone else; especially any other 
Asian American businessman,” he Said. 
Chen'scompany,American Scitec which 
is located in Costa Mesa, has been a_ global 
leaderin the manufacture of Smoke detectors 
for ten years.， His 600 employee-company 
makes and sells over 9 million detectors 3 
year. Scitec customers include Sears, Build- 
ers Emporium, Home Club and many major 
regional hardware chains.

SAN FRANCISCO - Established in 1874， 
theDonaldinaCameronHouse has served the 
Asian community for over one_ hundred 
years. “The key to Cameron House's stuc- 
cess,”SaySReverendNormanFong, Director 
of YouthPrograms “is the ability to adaptto 
the _ changing needs of the 
Community.” 

Although Cameron House 
is an agency of the United 
Presbyterian Church, its pro- 
grams extend well beyond 
that of most church organiza- 
tions，Their services are di- 
Vided into two areas. 

Their Social Service De- 
partment deals mainly with 
the concerms and difficulties 
of adult life. The cornerstone 
of this department is the Bat- 
tered Women Assistance prO-

Through their Social Service and Youth 
Departments, the Cameron House seeks to 
increase the awareness and capabilities ofthe 
members of the Asian community.“In Chi- 
nese families, alot of children have not been 
encouragedtomaintain theirownview orpo- 
Sition,” Wusays,“We mnustrespectthe kids，
